Special inward rates are prescribed for certain articles produced and shipped within the Common- 
wealth, and the inward rates for other goods are those shown under the heading of General Rates. At ports other than Sydney separate 
schedules of rates apply to coastwise goods. In Sydney Harbour outward rates are not levied on any consignment under 5 ewt. or 
10 cubic feet. Goods transhipped are subject to transhipment rates, and not to inward or outward harbour or wharfage rates. 
Passengers’ luggage is exempt.

Thermometers.—Up till April, 1917, the thermometers were exposed in a shed 11 feet square, of which the sides were 5 feet 6 inches 
high, and enclosed to within about 30 ixches of the ground with open lattice work. The roof was conical, rising to 13 feet above the ground, 
and was covered with louvres close enough to keep out rain. From April, 1917, the thermometers have been exposed in a standard Stevenson 
screen.

The dry conditions prevailing in the latter months of 1937 continued in 1938 until May, when the position was 
relieved by widespread rains. Dry weather followed and in every division of the State total rainfall for the year was 
below normal. The deficiency in the Coastal and Northern areas was comparatively slight, but in the hinterland drought 
conditions prevailed. 


Temperatures.—In January, despite early heat wave conditions, temperatures were mostly below normal, with 
relatively mild nights. February was a comparatively cool month, but in March temperatures were generally above 
average. April temperatures at most stations were higher than usual. Mild conditions prevailed in early May, but 
towards the end of the month frosts were fairly general throughout the State. June temperatures were variable, with 
frosts and cold winds. Average temperatures ruled in July, with extensive snowfalls in the Highlands. Fogs and 
frosts occurred at intervals. August temperatures showed a slight recession, and snow fell on the Central and Southern 
Highlands. The northerly winds of September raised day temperatures slightly above normal at most stations, 
October temperatures, except in the Southern Tablelands, were everywhere above average, and persistent northerly 
winds resulted in hot and sultry conditions. Throughout Ni ovember inland readings were high, and a number of coastal 
stations registered over 90 degrees, Excessive dryness and continuously high temperatures were the chief characteristics 
of the weather during December. 


The highest temperature recorded during the year was 119 degrees at White Cliffs on 20th December and the 
lowest 1 degree at Kiandra on 7th July. 


Wind.—The maximum wind velocity measured at Sydney was 75 miles per hour on 10th December. 


The following is a resumé of the weather conditions experienced during each month of the year :-— 


January.—Dry conditions prevailed over the Central Inland sectors comprising three-fourths of the area of the 
State. In the second half of the month the Coastal divisions received bountiful rains, the 579 points registered at 
Sydney on 31st being one of the highest daily falls recorded for J anuary. The highest temperature experienced was 
114 degrees at Bourke and Brewarrina. 


February.—With the exception of the North Coast and the South-western Slopes all divisions showed rainfall 
deficiencies during the month. The maximum temperature was 112 degrees at White Cliffs. 


March.—¥Excessively dry conditions persisted throughout March. Many stations in the Western Division, 
Plains and Riverina were rainless, while other areas received light falls. Heat wave temperatures further aggravated 
the position. Temperatures reached 110 degrees at Brewarrina and Cobar. 


April_—This month saw a display of cyclonic activity. Useful rains were received in the northern parts of the 
State and in the Eastern Riverina. Dense dust storms over inland areas resulted in hazy conditions, which extended 
to the coast. Wilcannia with 99 degrees recorded the highest temperature. 


May.—During May heavy falls of rain occurred along the northern border of the State. The disturbance moved 
southward with beneficial results to the whole State with the exception of the south-western sector. Temperatures were 
above normal, the maximum being 89 degrees at Collarenebri. 


June.—Useful rains fell in inland areas, but the aggregates for the month in practically every division were well 
below the average. Cold and frosty conditions prevailed and snow was frequent on the Alps. 


July.—Conditions continued dry. Light to moderate rains were received in western, southern and central areas, 
but the wheat belt received little benefit. Fogs and low night temperatures occurred at intervals throughout the 
month, and a minimum of 1 degree was recorded at Kiandra. 


August.—Widespread and soaking rains fell throughout August. The Sydney catchment area received u 


p to 
20 inches and all water restrictions were lifted. Tibooburra with 86 degrees registered the highest temperature. 


September—The flood rains of August were followed by a remarkably dry September. Almost without 
exception totals in the Plains, Riverina and the Western Division were under one inch, and the wheat areas suffered 
accordingly, The maximum temperature was 92 degrees at Grafton. 


October.—Very useful rains were received in October and practically the whole of the State benefited. Heat 
wave weather was prevalent over most of the State, and Bourke recorded ‘the highest reading with 102 degrees. 


: November.—Hot sultry weather with northerly winds persisted throughout November. 
frequent over the Central and Eastern Areas, but with the exception of the northern portion of 
below the average. The highest temperature experienced was 106 degrees at_ White Cliffs.

December.—Temperatures were consistently high with little rain. Scattered thunderstorms and strong winds 
created unsettled conditions, which culminated in a hurricane on the tenth of the month. This wind, which had a 


measured velocity of 75 miles per hour at Sydney, swept the southern part of the State. The highest temperature 
recorded was 119 degrees at White Cliffs.

Section 1.—PUBLIC FINANCE. 


No. 1.—State Revenue and Expenditure, 1929 to 1939. 


The following table represents a combined statement of the revenue operations of the Governmental section of the State accounts, 
the chief business undertakings of the State, and the road vehicles registry and traffic control branch. It does not embrace all State 
activities but is sufficiently comprehensive to indicate the condition of State finances on revenue account. The most important omission 
is the Main Roads Department whose accounts are summarised in Table 9. 


The Governmental section consists of the Consolidated Revenue Fund, the Family Endowment Fund until 1931-32, and the 
Unemployment Relief Fund in 1930-31 and 1931-32. The Family Endowment and Unemployment Relief Funds were morged with 
the Consolidated Revenue Fund as from Ist July, 1932. These and the Road Transport and Traffic Fund are on a “ cash” or * receipts 
and payments” basis, hut the revenue and working expenses of the business undertakings are on an “ income and expenditure ” basis. 
The public debt charges represent the actual payments of interest, exchange on interest, and sinking fund in respect of all activities included 
in the table. 


A dissection of Governmental revenues and expenditures is shown in Tables 2 to 4, and of the Road Transport and Traffic Fund 
in Table 8, The profit and loss of business undertakings, after allocating debt charges thereto, are shown in Table 7.

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FACTORY STATISTICS. 


SCOPE OF THE STATISTICS AND DEFINITIONS OF TERMS USED. 


Scope.—The statistics are compiled annually and show— 


Number and size of factories; number of persons employed in various categories; salaries and wages 
paid; rated horse-power of engines ordinarily in use and those in reserve or idle; book value of land, buildings, 
plant and machinery (not capital invested); value of material, containers, repairs and replacements, power, 
fuel and light (including water and lubricating oil) used in factories; quantities and values of fuel used; 
value of output; value of production; and quantities and values of principal materials and articles of output. 


Factory.—For the purposes of the statistics a “ factory ’’ is an establishment in which four or more persons 
are employed, or power (other than manual) is used, in any manufacturing process. 


Average Number of Persons Employed.— 


(A) During Period of Operation represents the aggregate of the average number of employees in each factory— 
the average being calculated for the period the factory was operating during the year. 

(B) During the Whole Year represents the aggregate of the average number of employees in each factory— 
the average being calculated for the period of twelve months. 


All persons employed in the manufacturing activities of a factory are counted as factory employees, including 
operatives, managerial and clerical staff at the factory, working proprietors and “‘ out workers.” Persons engaged 
in selling and distribution, such as salesmen, travellers and carters engaged solely on delivery of manufactured 
goods are not included. 


Rated Horse Power of Engines Installed.—Statistics of power used in factories other than central electric 
generating stations relate to the “rated horse-power ” of engines ordinarily in use and of engines in reserve or 
idle, omitting obsolete engines. In the case of central electric generating stations the figures refer to the “ rated 
capacity ” of engines and generators installed. 


Value of Materials used includes the value, as at the factory, of the materials and stores used, containers, 
tools replaced, and materials used in repairs to plant. The following are exceptions :— 
(a) Where factory operations consist of assembling manufactured parts of machines, motor cars, etc., the 
value of the parts is not included; 
(b) Where goods in bulk, e.g., tobacco, tea, are made up in packets the value of the bulk goods is not included; 
(c) The value of customers’ materials made up or treated is not included. 


Value of Fuel, ete., Consumed.—This item includes not only coal, coke, oil, gas, wood, etc., but the cost 
of electric power and light used. For convenience the cost of lubricants and water used are also included under 
this heading. 


Value of Output is the value of the goods manufactured or work done. It is based generally on the 
wholesale value at the factory, exclusive of cost of delivery and of excise duty (if any). 


Value of Production is the value added to materials by the processes of manufacture. It is calculated by 
deducting from the value of output the value of materials and fuel used (as defined above). 


[Note.—Materials, fuel, output and production are valued as at the factory.] 


THE FORM AND INSTRUCTIONS. 


A copy of the front of the Form issued to proprietors of factories is reprinted on the following page. Provision 
is made on the back of the form for the collection of particulars of materials used and articles produced.

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INSTRUCTIONS TO PERSONS FILLING IN FACTORY RETURNS. 


GENERAL. 


1. These returns are collected under the authority of the “ Census Act, 1901,” and any person concerned who refuses or neglects to answer 
any of the questions on the return is liable to a penalty of £20. An extension of time will not be granted wnless it can be shown that it is 
impracticable to supply the return within the time allowed. 

2. Your returns will be regarded as strictly confidential. The information given in these forms is used only for slatistical purposes to 
arrive at aggregate for each kind of industry in the State. The contents of individual returns are not disclosed in any way, and no other 
department, or officer wnattached to this office, is permitted to see them. 

3. Several Industries in One Establishment.—In large establishments where two or more industries are carried on, separate forms 
will be supplied, which should, if practicable, be filled in for each industry. The particulars relating to the whole establishment should 
be allocated, as nearly as possible, to each industry. 

4. The line ‘‘ Nature of Work Done”? should be used for a brief description of the main operations or processes carried out, e.g. 
Brickmaking, Shirtmaking, Motor Repairing, Bread Baking, Sawmilling, etc. 

5. Where a manufacturing business is carried on in connection with a wholesale or retail trading business, the return must be 
restricted to the details of the manufacturing branch only. ‘That portion of the premises used for manufacturing purposes should be 
separately valued and shown under Part C. Particulars concerning Salesmen, Travellers, Collectors, and Retailing Storemen must NOT 
be included with persons employed in the factory, or in salaries and wages paid. 


EXPLANATION oF IrEMs REQUIRED. 


6. Period Worked.—The time the establishment was working during the year is to be given in calendar months, holidays during 
working period being also included. 

7. Average Number of Persons Employed.—Part A.—This means the average for the period of operation. For example, for an 
establishment working the whole year the average will be the sum of the total employess for each week of the year divided by 52; the 
average for an establishment working three months will be the sum of the weekly totals divided by 13, and similarly with other periods. 
The total of the average numbers employed must be distributed under the various groups as shown. 

Note.—Carters (on wages—not contractors) employed in bringing material for manufacture should be included, but not those 
engaged entirely in the delivery of manufactured goods, as the value of output of such goods is the wholesale selling value at works, and 
exclusive of all delivery costs or charges. If the carter’s work be divided in this respect, however, he should be included. 

8. Salaries and Wages Paid.—Part A :— 

Working Proprietors.—Where a working proprietor is engaged wholly or partly in the manufacturing section of his business, 
either by way of superintending or actual work, such time has a salary or wage value, which he may pay to himself either 
directly by weekly or other periodical ‘‘ drawings,” or else indirectly in the profits of the business. This is the value that is 
required to be shown, and would probably be equal to what he would have to pay another person for the same services. 

Other E'mployees.—The total amounts of salaries or wages paid to all employees during the year are required to be given. 

9. Engines employed to Drive Machinery.—Part B.—In furnishing particulars of the number and rated horse power of engines in 
their works, firms are required to show separately those ordinarily in use and those in reserve or idle during the year. These terms are 
intended to cover respectively, engines in use for the greater part of the year, even though not working to their full capacity; and engines 
not in use, or only in uso occasionally, as during periods of breakdown to machinery ordinarily in use. Care should be exercised to see 
that obsolete engines are omitted. If the same power is used in the one establishment for more than one “ industry,” the horse power 
of the engines should be allocated, if practicable as indicated in 3 above. In such circumstances, if the number of engines cannot be readily 
allocated on the same basis, show the number on the form relating to the ‘ industry * which consumes the larger part of the power. 

10. Value of Land and Buildings used for Works and Factory Purposes.—Part C.—Where the Land, Buildings and Fixtures are the 
property of the occupier, the values stated should be the depreciated values or book values less any depreciation reserve existing in respect 
of them. If the premises are rented, state the amount of rent paid, exclusive of rates and taxes. 

1l. Value of Machinery and Plant.—Part C.—This should include the value of all machinery, implements, and tools used; also 
plant for the conveyance of raw materials (such as trams, carts, horses, etc., and casks in the case of a brewery). In brickyards, potteries, 
and glassworks the value of the kiln should be included under this head, and not as a building. The values stated should be the depreciated 
values or book values less any depreciation reserve existing in respect of them. Where rent is paid for machinery the amount paid must be 
stated in Part C on the front of the form. 

12. Cost of Power, Fuel and Light Used.—Part D.—Care should be exercised to see that the costs are not duplicated in any of the 
other items. Coal used in the manufacture of coke and gas should not be included here but shown as a raw material opposite Item (vi). 
Fuel used in Blast Furnaces and Smelting Furnaces should be similarly treated. 

13. Materials used, etc.—Part D Item 12.—The value quoted should be the cost landed at the factory of the materials actually used 
during the year. This is not necessarily the same as the amount expended during the year for the purchase of materials. 

Making-up or Treating Customers’ Materials.—If the values of the materials are not known, include in Part D Item 12 the value 
(cost) of maker’s own materials, such as trimmings, cottons, ete. (dyes, etc., in dyeing) used, and in Part E, Item 14 B, the amount 
charged to customers for making-up or treating their materials. 

Repair Work of any Kind.—The value (cost) of all materials used in repairing should be included in Part D, Item 12 while the 
amount charged for making repairs should be shown in Part E, Item 14 B. 

Assembling the Manufactured Parts of Machines, Motor-cars, etc-—Where manufacturing operations consist only or partly of 
assembling the manufactured parts of machines, motor-cars, etc., the value of the parts should not be included in the cost of materials 
used, nor in the value of output. The latter value should be shown in Part E, Item 14 B, and should include the actual labour cost 
of assembling the parts, cost of fuel and power used, any additional expenses of assembly, and profit made on such work. 

Finished Goods Purchased for Re-sale.—The value of finished goods purchased for re-sale without treatment must not be included 
anywhere. 

yi 14. Value of Output.—Part E, Items A—B.—This refers only to goods actually made during the year, including by-products, and 
must not be confused with goods sold during the year, which in most cases include some goods made in the previous year. That portion 
of the goods manufactured and remaining unsold at the end of the year should be valued at current rates. 

Goods in Process of Manufacture.—The value of goods in process of manufacture at the end of the year must also be included in 
the value of output. Care must be taken to see that the value of goods in process of manufacture at the beginning of the year is excluded. 

Costs of Installation, etc.—Where the selling price of manufactured goods includes installing or fixing (shop and window fittings, 
tiles, fibrous plaster-sheets, etc.) the charges for transport, installation, erection or fixing of such goods must be deducted in valuing output 
in Part E, Item 14 A. Employees engaged in such work and their wages should also be excluded from Part A. 

15. Hacise.—Excise must not be included in the value of any article manufactured. 

16. Bounty.—The amount received as bounty on the production of any article must be included in the value of goods manufactured 

(Part E). 
Dreecrions Renatine To SpeciaL INDUSTRIES. 

17. Newspapers, Magazines, and Journals.—If the newspaper, magazine, or journal is printed by the proprietors, only the persons 
employed in the printing should be included in the return. The value of the output need not be stated, but all other particulars must be 
furnished. In other cases, where the newspaper or journal is printed for the proprietors by another person, it should be treated in the 
return of the printer as ordinary job printing. 

18. Food-packing, Tobacco-cutting and Packing, T'ea-blending and Packing, Botiling and Grading Establishments.—In these and other 
similar establishments where imported or other goods in bulk are made up in packets, but no actual manufacturing is done, only the value 
added to the material by the operation should be shown, in Part E, Item 14B. This value may be ascertained by subtracting the cost of 
materials used, wrappings, etc., from the wholesale selling value of the finished goods. 

19. Meat Works.—Amounts paid to employees, temporary or permanent, in their capacity as train attendants, cattle buyers, or 
in any other way connected with bringing the stock to the factory, should not be included as salaries or wages in return. By valuing 
live stock at the cost landed at the factory (Part D) such costs are automatically included. 

20. Bakeries.—Carters and all persons engaged solely in delivery and in selling the commodities produced should be excluded. 
The output value should be the selling value of bread, etc., made, less all delivery and selling costs. 

21. Cold Storage.—The value of the commodities placed in the cold store should not be included in the cost of materials used (Part D) 
nor in the value of the output (Part E). The latter value should be shown in Part E, Item 14 B, and should include the actual labour cost, 
the cost of fuel and power used, any additional expenses of storing, and profit made on such work. 

22. Brick, Pottery and Tile Works.—The value of materials used shown in Part D must include wages of pitmen and all other costs 

incidental to obtaining clay and delivering at the kin. The value of the kiln must be included as part of your plant and not as a buiiding. 

23. If any difficulty arises the Government Statistician will be pleased to furnish additional information, either by letter or telephene.

STATISTICAL REGISTER. 


No. 95.—Living or Basie Wages—1927 to 1940. 


The wage-regulating tribunals exercising jurisdiction under State or Federal law base their determinations upon 
“living ” or “ basic ” wages which represent the minimum rates which may be prescribed for adult unskilled workers. When 
the living or basic rates are varied on account of changes in the cost of living the rates of wages prescribed for adult workers 
by the awards or agreements affected are varied by the same amount of increase or decrease as the living wage. 


Living Wage—State Awards and Agreements.—The determination of living wages for men and women was a function 
of the Industrial Commission of New South Wales from 1926 to 1937. The determinations applied generally throughout 
the State to all industries within the jurisdiction of the Commission and the rates were subject to adjustment in April or 
October in each year to accord with increase or decrease in the cost of maintaining the standard of living determined by 
the Commission. In October, 1937, the law was amended to prescribe that the basic wages of the Commonwealth Court 
of Conciliation and Arbitration be adopted for the purposes of State awards and agreements, provision being made for 
assessing rates for various districts according to the practice of the Court. The basic wage for women is usually 
proportionate to the rate for men, viz., 54 per cent. calculated to the nearest 6d. 


Family Allowanees.—For reference to family allowances, see Table No. 94. 


Basic Wages—Commonwealth Awards and Agreements.—In the Commonweaith jurisdiction the basic wages, method 
and dates of adjustments are not identical in all awards and agreements. These matters are determined for each award or 
agreement with regard to the circumstances of the industry, the districts to which the award applies, etc. The basic rates 
shown below are fairly representative of those prescribed for the districts specified by the majority of the Commonwealth 
awards and agreements which provide for quarterly adjustments of wages according to the index numbers of retail prices in 
Sydney, New South Wales. In June, 1937, the Commonwealth Court decided to add a fixed loading to the basic wages 
assessed according to the retail price index numbers, and to issue its own series of index numbers based on those compiled 
by the Commonwealth Statistician which were used formerly. Consequently, the basic wages now consist of a ‘‘ needs basic 
wage ” which is adjustable at intervals specified in the award or agreement, and a loading (5s. or 6s. per week in New South 
Wales) which remains unchanged.
